CHICAGO, MAY 23, 1903. 


A Frencu publication suggests that a great service 
might be rendered the cause of automobilism by the 
formulation of a universal language of the sport and 
pastime, or rather a code of the expressions most fre- 
quently used in automobiling, and a congress under the 
auspices of the Automobile Club of France is recom- 
mended to provide ways and means for putting the 
project of formulating such a code into effect. The 
idea is to derive expressions for describing the fea- 
tures of a car and the troubles and derangements to 
which it is liable, the terms to be selected from the 
most suitable expressions in the leading European lan- 
guages and to be modified to suit the requirements of 
universal use. 

An Englishman named Selby Bigge. in testifying re- 
cently before an English parliamentary committee, de- 
clared that England was four or five years behind 
America, Germany or Belgium in the manufacture of 
electrical machinery. This has stirred up the British 
trade press to indignantly deny this assertion and to 
maintain that England’s mechanical supremacy is not 
to be denied. Of course, a few orders may have gone 
to foreigners, but this was solely because “English 
manufacturers were not prepared to take them at a 
price that foreigners took them at.” Paraphrase 
this defense of England’s commanding position in the 
mechanical world and this grandiloquent explanation 
is but an admission that other nations can undersell the 
English in electrical machinery in their own markets. 





THE ALARMS which have sounded during the past 
two years regarding the trade relations between the 
United States and certain other countries of the world 
find no justification in the figures of our commerce up 
to this time. The three countries which have been 
mentioned from time to time as likely to decrease 
their importations from the United States are Russia, 
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Austria-Hungary and Germany. A study of the latest 
figures of the Treasury Bureau of Statistics regarding 
our imports and exports shows a steady growth in the 
trade relations with all of these countries, and indi- 
cates that our commerce with each of them is likely to 
be larger in the present fiscal year than in any previous 
year in the history of our commerce. 
both of the imports and exports. 


This is true 
To each of these 
three countries our exports are steadily and rapidly 
increasing, and from each of them our imports are 
also steadily and rapidly increasing. 








South Latin America has nearly four-fifths as 
American much population as the United States, 
Trade. and yet its foreign trade is only a little 


more than half as great. In 1901 the value of the im- 
ports was $504,000,000, and that of the exports $752,- 
009,000. About two-thirds of this trade was with 
South American countries. Since 1887 the exports 
of South American countries have increased fifty per 
cent and the imports have decreased eight per cent; 
most of this increase, and all of the decrease, is found 
in the trade of Argentina and Brazil. In North Amer- 
ica there has been an increase in the value of both im- 
ports and exports; this is due, mainly, to the increase 
in the imports into Mexico and Cuba, and in the ex- 
ports from Mexico. The United States buys more of 
the products of Brazil than Great Britain, France and 
Germany combined ; yet Brazil imports two and a half 
times as much from Great Britain as from the United 
States. The leading exports of Brazil are coffee, rub- 
ber and sugar, and of these the United States buys 
nearly one-half. Argentina is the only South Ameri- 
can country whose products compete with those of the 
United States in the markets of the world; naturally 
Wool is the 
leading product, and is sent mainly to the continent of 
Europe. Hides and skins, maize, wheat and flax are 
the other leading products. About one-fifth of the 
hides and skins are sold to the United States. Over 
two-fifths of the exports of Chile consist of nitrate 
of soda, which is sold almost entirely to Europe— 
only one-eighth of it being exported to the United 
States. Eighty per cent of the exports of South 
America is from these three countries. 

The exports of Mexico consist chiefly of precious 
metals and henequen; the latter is sold mainly to the 
United States. The exports from Cuba are chiefly 
sugar and tobacco, the United States purchasing near- 
ly all of the sugar and most of the tobacco. Seventy 
per cent of the exports of Latin North America are 
from these two countries. The imports into Latin 
America are largely manufactured products. In 1902 
three-fourths of the imports from the United States 
into South America consisted of this class of goods, 
and the remaining fourth included flour and meat 
products, sometimes considered as manufactures. The 
United States ranks second in the import trade of 
Latin America, having only about one-fourth of it. 
England ranks first. Only about one-eighth of the 
imports into South America are from the United 
States. It is desirable that the United States should 
secure a large share of this trade. In order to accam- 
plish this, more direct steamship lines to the leading 


most of its exports are sold to Europe. 
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ports are needed, and, also, banking houses in the 
leading cities of Latin America, controlled by United 
States capital. Salesmen from the United States 
should be familiar with the language of the country in 
which they desire to sell their goods. The increased 
study of Spanish in our schools will greatly facilitate 
this. A more intimate knowledge of, and a disposi- 
tion to cater to, the needs, and even the whims, as we 
may call them, of the people with whom we desire to 
do business, would greatly increase our trade. This 
can be aided greatly by the dissemination of informa- 
tion in regard to the business customs and the habits 


of the pec ple of these countries. 


Ir appears that high prices are quite as 
much the England as in the 
United States at the present time. Prof. 
Sauerbeck’s annual statement, “Prices of Commod- 
published in the Journal of the British 
Royal Statistical Society, for March 31, 1903, 
show high prices in foodstuffs, in iron, and in textiles, 
Commenting upon commercial 
“The exports from the

during the year 1902. 
conditions, the report says: 
United Kingdom were somewhat larger, which was 
principally due to the American demand for iron and 
some other commodities, and to the greater exports to 
South Africa. The shipments, on the other hand, to 
India, Australasia, Japan and Argentina were smaller. 
In Germany, Austria and Russia the depression con- 
tinued throughout the year, and France was affected 
by a coal strike in the last quarter. The corn crops 
of the world were large, and the supply of some 
other commodities, particularly sugar, coffee and cot- 
ton was very heavy.” Commenting upon conditions 
in the United States, the report says: “The United 
States have again occupied an exceptional position. 
If a year ago fears were expressed that the state of af- 
fairs there was not free from danger, it must now be 
admitted that they were premature, as the marvelous 
prosperity has continued unabated to the present day. 
American securities had another boom, and though 
a reaction followed, the last prices still occupy a high 
level. It is estimated that the iron product of the 
States reached the enormous total of 17,000,000 tons, 
and even this was insufficient for the requirements.” 
Commenting upon the prospects for 1903, the report 
says: “The prospects for the present year are, if 
anything, a little more hopeful. Adverse points in 
this country are still high taxation, undigested govern- 
ment loans, and high prices of meat; but the corn 
crops of the world were plentiful, the development 
in South Africa will no doubt be important, the con- 
dition in Australia is improving, and it is not im- 
probable that the trade to the East and also to the 
Argentine Republic will also increase. In Germany 
the period of liquidation seems to be coming to an 
end, and a return of confidence may be near at hand, 
but the recovery after the serious depression will 
naturally be a slow one. Much will depend upon the 
United States. Continued activity will benefit Europe 
as well, while a sudden break would cause a stoppage 
of American demand and perhaps a flood of American 
products into Europe.”

Of this sum, the 
United States furnishes 400 million, or 10% of the 
total. Exportation of manufactures exceeds importation 
of manufactures in the United Kingdom, Germany, 
France, United States, Austria-Hungary, Belgium and 
Switzerland, respectively, while in all other countries 
of the world importation of manufactures exceeds 
exportation of manufactures. Manufactures form 
80% of the exports of Switzerland, 78% of the exports 
of the United Kingdom and Germany, respectively ; 
62% of those of France; 50% of those of Belgium; 
48% of those of Austria-Hungary; 47% of those of 
Japan ; 41% of those of Sweden, and 30% of those of 
the United States.

The fire started from a tinner’s char- 
coal fire pot in the workroom and 
quickly communicated to a rack and 
the flooring. Ald. Schumacher anda 
boy were alone in the store at the 
time, but managed to keep the fire 
down until the fire department arrived, 
when the chemical put it out. There 
was some delay on the part of the tele- 
phone girl in getting the department. 
The loss by fire will be $125, covered 
by insurance. 


The Ann Arbor ( Mich.) Times of May 12th says: 


FIRE BROKE OUT 
IN SCHUMACHER’S 


IT STARTED IN THE TINNER’S 
SHOP UP STAIRS. 
And Did $125 Worth of Damage Be- 
fore It Was Extinguished. 








Fire broke out at the Schumacher 
hardware store this morning among 
some papers and rubbish. 

Several theories were advanced for 
the origin of the fire.

A Minnesota paper declares that the gasolene can 
law passed by the recent session of the Minnesota leg- 
islature is void, as by the insertion of the word “not” 
where it should not be, the law says that all cans 
holding kerosene or other illuminating oils’ shall be 
painted red, as well as gasolene cans. This would be 
quite useless, as there would then be no distinction be- 
tween gasolene and kerosene which was the purpose 
of the law.

HANDLING GASOLENE. 


The Frier-Jacquin Hardware Co., Louisiana, Mo., 
writes: We keep in stock a large supply of gasolene 
stoves and on this account, handle gasolene. We have 
a large 60-gallon tank that we keep at the back of our 
store, buried in the ground. We use an ordinary tin 
pump in getting it out. We do not keep any gasolene 
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in the store at all, but have a small 1o-gallon can in 
which we keep sufficient to supply the retail trade. 
Insurance companies in this state prohibit the carry- 
ing of gasolene in store buildings, in more than 5-gal- 
lon quantities. We see no reason why hardware men 
who handle gasolene stoves shouldn’t handle gasolene. 
We find no trouble in selling quite a good deal of it and 
our expetiencé is that the profit is about as good 
as on anything else that we handle.

SUMING FURNACE.

AUSTRALIAN ALUMINIUM. 


Although the discovery of aluminium dates only 
from 1828, it has long been recognized as one of the 
most useful and important of the minor metals, chief- 
ly by reason of its extreme lightness, its weight, bulk 
for bulk, being only one-fourth that of silver, which 
it resembles in appearance. This lightness has deter- 
mined its use in the construction of very delicate bal- 
ances designed to register fractional weights. It also 
resists the action of sulphur and sulphuric compounds, 
which have the effect of blackening silver. It is ob- 
tained principally from bauxite, a mineral consisting 
chiefly of alumina, or oxide of aluminium and oxide 
of iron, which, until recently, was obtained principally 
from France. The existence of bauxite in New South 
Wales was not known until 1899, wken it was recog- 
nized by Mr. Jaquet, State Geological Surveyor, at 
Wingello, about a hundred miles south of Sydney, 
where he found it occupying considerable areas. Al- 
most simultaneously it was detected in extensive de- 
posits in the Inverell and Emmaville districts, in the 
northern part of the state. At Emmaville, in 1885, 
Professor David, when making a geological survey of 
the tin-mining field, found that twelve square miles of 
country were covered by deposits of laterite or volcan- 
ic ash, from a few feet up to forty feet in thickness, 
and this material now proves to be bauxite and wo- 
cheinite, for it occurs both in the pisolitic and massive 
forms. In the Inverell district, also, it is now known 
to occupy very considerable areas. Its mode of occur- 
rence is similar in both districts; it is frequently 
roughly stratified, and is generally found capping 
small hills, in many cases surrounding points of erup- 
tion. It is clearly of volcanic origin, and while in 
some cases it appears to consist of volcanic ash, in 
others it may have been derived from the decomposi- 
of basalt in situ. In color the New South Wales 
bauxite varies from pale yellow to deep red. Near 
Inverell it has been extensively used for making roads, 
with very satisfactory results, its value in the produc- 
tion of alumnium being unknown at the time. Only 
the bauxite deposits near Emmaville have been off- 
cially mapped out as yet; nor has there been anything 
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in the shape of a systematic examination of those 
whose existence in the state has so far been ascer- 
tained. At the present time, aluminium is largely 
used for many purposes, and others are continually 
being discovered. Its non-poisonous character causes 
it to be pre-eminently adapted for the manufacture of 
cooking utensils. Tinware, as every housewife knows, 
is not particularly cheap in the long run, for it is con- 
stantly wearing out; cast-iron is heavy and brittle; 
and copper requires to be frequently re-tinned in or- 
der to avoid all danger to health. An aluminium sauce- 
pan costs no more in the first instance than does a 
copper one, weighs much less, is perfectly innocuous, 
and does not periodically need a fresh inside; conse- 
quently, it is not surprising that the employment of 
aluminium in kitchens and canteens is spreading rap- 
idly. Bicycles of all kinds, electric light fittings, 
chains, bridles, stirrups, surgical instruments, sex- 
tants and other scientific apparatus, keys, cigar cases, 
pen and pencil holders, toilet articles, plates and dish- 
es, spoons, forks, frames, name-plates, door furniture, 
hat and coat pegs, boot trees, fire-engine fittings, busi- 
ness and visiting cards, photographic cameras, etc., 
are a few of the things that are being daily made in 
aluminium by various British and other firms; these 
articles being usually sold at the same price as if they 
were composed of brass. Again, frames for cabs and 
motor cars have been made in aluminium; and though 
in England experiments have not yet been tried in this 
direction, aluminium railway carriage frames are un- 
der review in France. Especially for motor cars 
should there be a large field for aluminium. A further 
demand for the metal will be brought about by its in- 
troduction into the military services. All parts of the 
soldiers’ equipment have practically been made already 
in aluminium; such as mess tins, water bottles, but- 
tons, helmets, parts of rifles, cartridge cases, fittings 
for guns, tents, horse shoes, portable bridges. e:c. 
True, nothing much has yet been done in England 
in this direction; but it is well known that continen‘al 
armies, notably that of Germany, are employing 
aluminium on a large scale. In metallurgy, shipbuild 

ing, and other directions also the use of aluminium is 
steadily increasing, and should it manufacture be start 

ed in New South Wales, where bauxite is apparentl, 
more abundant than generally supposed, a new anid 
profitable industry would become established. The 
ore could be conveyed by rail to places where coal is 
cheap and plentiful; also the materials for construct- 
ing smelters. Or the coal could be taken to the neigh- 
borhood of the bauxite deposits. Either way there 
appears to be a good opening for those possessed of 
the necessary capital, experience and energy.—Ex.

UNDERGROUND WATER. 





Professor Charles S. Slichter, in a paper entitled,
